The last seen of the missing twenty- 
seven persons was Wednesday morn- 
ing, whén the Reliahce, battling 
through a blinding snow storm, went 
on the rocks of Ligzard island, 

stripped its wheel, and sank almost im- 
mediately. 

Capt..D. A. Williams and six others, | 
who, were forward, took. one lifeboat, | 
while nine others, including Mr. and 
Mrs. Harten, took the other. The seo- 
ond boat drifed several hours in the 
storm and was blown ashore on the 
Canadian mainland eighty-five miles 
north of here.

A DESOLATE COUNTRY. 

The Ligzard islands are a few miles 
off the northern Ontario mainland, sev- 
enty-five miles north of Point aux Pins, 
at western-entrance to the 
Mary's river. 

The eastern end of Lake Superior is 
sparsely settled from Katchewana bay 
to Mickipicoten, harbor, a distance of 

more than fifty niiles, and the nearest 
is ten or fifteen milew inland 
from the point. where part of the crew 
of the tug Reflance Was reported to 
have walked ashore oversthe ice. 

All the eastern end of the lake, from 
Whitefish bay to Michipicoten island, 
has been sw by severe storms for 
several days and is reported filling with 
drifting ice. The only government res-

and the converted subchaser Cook of 
the coast guard service at Grand Ma- 
rais refuge harbor.
